Opinions Differ 
On Bong Base 
Cancellation 

SALEM, Wis. — Opinions varied 
this week on the effect of the cancel- 
lation of the Bong air base construc- 
tion work. 

Early opinions from southeastern 
Wisconsin people seemed to indicate 
the area would suffer greatly, par- 
ticularly communities, firms plan- 
ning related work and the like. 

However, this week when a more 
calm view had been taken, there 
were some people saying that "after 
all this is a summer resort area" and 
an air base could create many prob- 
lems. 

Orders were handed down late 
last week by the air force abandon- 
ing construction on the multi-mil- 
lion dollar Bong air base which 
would have been located only a few 
miles north of Salem, Wis. 

The air force explained that since 
the B-47 bomber no longer is being 
produced and the heavier B-58 is 
going out of service, the strategic air 
command is enabled to "reshuffle 
its forces." 

Apparently the B-58 bombers will 
be stationed at other bases. 

It was estimated $15,000,000 had 
been spent on the Bong air base 
before work was ended late last 
week. The entire cost was expected 
to run $80,000,000 and about $60,- 
000,000 had been appropriated. 

More than 5,400 acres were in- 
volved in the Bong air base plans.

At this time there is much talk 
over the fact that we need more 
room in our high school for the In- 
coming students. There are not 
enough classrooms or enough teach- 
ers or enough equipment. 

I don't believe the only answer 
to these questions is to spend a lot 
of money and erect a large lavish 
school. Since we do need the equip- 
ment and space, why do we allow 
the facilities we now have to stand 
idle three months of the year? 

No large company puts out a lot of 
money to build a large factory and 
then lets it stand idle for three 
months and then when they find this 
does not fill their needs, build an- 
other factory so that can stand idle 
part time too. 

Because schools have' always ■been' 
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run on the principle of nine months 
school and three months off is no 
reason it must always be so. Cir- 
cumstances change and we must 
change with them.' -4

There is no reason why; a system 
where the school Is run, full time 
cannot be devised.. Each student 
would still attend the same amount 
of time and there would be fewer of 
them there at one time. . 

In. this way there would be more 
space for the same activities. By 
the same token there would, be 
fewer children running loose alKat 
one time looking for something to^ 
do: 

Also the. teachers want more 
money. If they were not laid off 
for three months of the year and 
forced to find other means of income 
during that time, they could earn 
the money they need doing the thing 
they are trained to do best. 

U the children attended classes 
for 12 weeks and were off for four, 
there would be one-third less stu- 
dents attending school at one time. 
There would be short refresher va- 
cations during the year and not one 
long tiresome one. 

The slow students could put In an 
extra week with the following class 
if necessary to catch up on work 
and still keep up with their class. 
The quicker ones could advance ac- 
cordingly. . 

In this way we have the much 
needed extra attention some stu- 
dents need with no extra cost or 
teachers. 

There are a few things that would 
have to be done to make the school 
usable year round. Air condition- 
ing is one, but air conditioning the 
school is much cheaper than build- 
ing a new one. 

Two weeks during the summer 
and two weeks over the Christmas 
vacation everyone would be off and 
painting and maintenance work 
done. 

Many colleges and other schools 
are trying this new system and find- 
ing it works well. We too could 
move along with progress and make 
better use ot what we now have. ~ .

DEAR EDITOR: 

Let us face a few facts together 
on our high school situation. 

STOP RIGHT NOW. 

I'm speaking to you that have 
your minds set against the referen- 
dum as you won't understand this. 

I feel very strongly that some of 
us are letting personal grudges, the 
fear of losing an "almighty dollar" 
and refusing — even if some have had 
personal invitations — to attend the 
meetings where one can really find 
out the true facts. 

Instead we listen to others who 
are ignorant of the -situation, though 
they talk as if they know it all. 

How much time have these, people I 
spent on studying the situation? 
Very little, nor have they attended 
any of the meetings. 

Do some of you know and realize 
the hours of study, not only by the 
local people, but men brought in 
that are trained to do nothing but 
study school situations and building 
problems?

BUT THAT IS THE way you are 
doing when you disregard the ad- 
vice and Outcome of all the study 
that went into the plans for oUr new 
school. 

We don't like to consider this, do 
we? 

Another phase which we should 
consider is letting sentimentality 
interfere with our seeing the situa- 
tion as it really is. Yes, it WAS my 
school, but the education of our 
young people is more important to 
me than just keeping it here as my 
"Dear Antioch Township High 
School." 

One of the most ridiculous excuses 
I've heard is — "Well, when I went 
to school, we didn't have all the 
fancy gim-cracks and I don't see 
why they have to spend our money 
for all this extra stuff, as I did all 
right." 

If you "really feel that way, how 
at out doing away with all of your 
modern gadgets in your home, such 
as modern stoves, deep freezes, TV 
sets, radios, automatic washers and 
dryers, and get. a car of the 19's, 20's 
or 30's? 

You think about it. 

I know what you're thinking — 
well that is the way I feel about 
such ideas in connection with our 
schools. 

I WONDER HOW many of you 
really know what we have in our 
high school today. Go to visit and 
see for yourself. 

You would truly be amazed, as 



our school has made great strides 
ahead! 'We have a fine faculty as 
a whole, the discipline is better than 
it's been for years, the attitude of 
the students is good; the whole at- 
mosphere is good. 

If you don't care about these 
things, then vote the referendum 
down. Let's put in the split shift 
and say nothing about losing some 
of our fine faculty. 

Remember that nothing stands 
still. You either go ahead or go 
backward. 

Where do you want our education 
program to go — ahead or backward? 

Build over the {racks some say — 
and yes, those, same people talked 
against Oakland for building in a 
slough. What do we have over the 
tracks — a small athletic field, 
slough, oh yes, the village dump 
isn't very far either. 

OTHERS SAY add on to, the old 
— Do away with the parking lot. But 
who uses it the most? 

Not the students, but you use it 
when you attend the games and ac- 
tivities of the high school. I can 
just hear the complaints you would 
make if. you had to park one, two 
or more blocks away from the 
school, especially in the rain or 
snow. 

^yCome on now, 'fess up. You 
wouldn't like it, would you? 
How can you enlarge the corridors 
of the old building without a ter- 
rific expense? Face it — some of you 
alums: 

They were narrow when we were 
in school and Over-crowded at times. 
So consider what a problem this is 
now. 

Have any of you ever stopped 
to consider or look into some of the 
other schools in the surrounding 
areas? 

Grant — a mile and a half out. 
And where did Gray slake put their 
school? Outside of town. Salem 
Central — it is way out. 

Are these and all others wrong in 
building out where they have plenty 
of room, away from the congested 
areas, for expansion, athletics, etc., 
and we are the only ones right to 
build on so we can keep our school 
within our dear village limits and 
then go through the same problem 
again in a few years? 

HOW WOULD YOU like to act as 
a savings bank for Lake Villa? Go 
ahead build on, then when the time 
comes for Lake Villa to pull out, 
which they will surely do in such a 
set up, dig down in your pockets as 
you will have to hand over some 
money to Lake Villa for their part 
in it. 

I bet you hadn't thought of this. 

It looks as if Lake Villa is a com- 
munity that is progressive and look- 
ing ahead. 

They realize that much more can 
be offered academically to students 
as well as being able to afford a 
much better faculty in one large 
school system than in two small 



High School Board Explains View 
On Construction of New Building 

To the Voters of High, School District No. 117: 

(Last) weeks Antioch Advertiser carried a front page ad spon- 
sored and financed by 24 Antioch residents, and contained some 
misstatements of fact which need clarification: 

1. Our enrollment today is 715, surpassing an estimate made 
in 19,50 by T. R. Birkhead, administrator at that time. The Board 
is not claiming a state of emergency at present, but in September, 
1961, the earliest possible date that a new building could be ready 
our enrollment will be 941, and will constitute an emergency. 

2. We say our reports to the County Supt. of Schools are avail- 
able for inspection in the High School office and show an average 
daily attendance of 594.22, and is in direct conflict to the 566.52 
reported. 

However, we also feel that we, as a Board, would be remiss in 
our obligations if the High School could not actually house the total 
enrollment on any given day or year. Our top enrollment figure 
last year was 690. 

3. Gilbert Johnson of Rockford, Illinois, a very well qualified 
architect, has assured us that a sewage disposal system and water 
system can be installed for $41,500 OR LESS, and would be ade- 
quate to take care of at least 2000 students. 

4. This bond issue has been planned to INCLUDE $105,000 
earmarked for equipment, and a building to house .900 students 
when the doors are opened, with special facilities such as. cafeteria, 
library, study hall, and music department to house 1800. 

Also we would like to point out that equipment is usually in- 
cluded in Bond issues, and the procedure is legal in every respect. 
It has been approved by Chapman and Cutler, recognized authori- 
ties in the bonding field. 

The fifth question is not quite clear, but the Board certainly 
feels that operational costs will rise with additional enrollments, but 
so will our assessed valuations increase with new buildings. There- 
fore, we say that these costs must be incurred no matter where the 
children are housed. 

6. A recent study by the Citizens' Advisory Committee and 
Board of Education indicates that the educational needs of both 
Lake Villa and Antioch will be better served financially by remain- 
ing united. i 

Articles in the Chicago Tribune and Waukegan News Sun in 
the past week quote both State Supt. of Public Instruction Wilkihs 
and County Supt. of Schools Petty as agreed that the trend in edu- 
cation should be toward larger districts. 

7. The 1952 addition to the High School was built to house 
350 children at a cost in excess of $700,000. Costs have risen con- 
siderably since that time and yet it is maintained that we can build 
another similar addition for less money now. This we feel Is most 
unreasonable. 

According to all authorities advising the Board, the tax rate 
increase over the bond retirement period should not result in a 
greater amount than a $2.63 per thousand assessed valuation. Mr. 
Norman Jedele, Certified Public Accountant, and High School au- 
ditor states that in his opinion the increase will not go over 2.25 
per $1000.

Don't you want to be able to face 
your children and your neighbor's 
children with a clear conscience, 
letting them know that you are In- 
terested in going ahead for better 
schools and educational programs?

The story pf Methodism in. Antioch, .Illinois covers a period of 
eighty years; To tell this story,, which is such a vital part of our 
history, one would have to begin with A. J. Bell, an evangelist, who 
conducted special meetings in an old Baptist church that had long 
been unoccupied. Much or the' success of these special meetings can 
be traced to Amasa Burnett, a duly appointed class leader. An inter- 
esting statement about these meetings is mode" in the historical 
record; namely,. "The first invitation given. for seekers to come to the 
Mercy Seat was responded to by a Mrs, Wray, an aged woman, and 
Mrs. Addie Williams, then the mother of twosrnall children one of 
which was often in her arms ot these meetings." Through the efforts 
of Amasa Burnett, a Methodist Church of about forty members was 
organized in November, 1879. W. F. Atchison was appointed as the* 
pastor. 

The story of any church can not be told accurately if the story of 
its organizations Is ignored. A Methodist Sunday School was organized 
in T 879 by A. J. Bell with Henry Rector as superintendent. In 1883, 
Mrs. Edwin Brown organized the first juvenile society of the church 
which was cal led; "The Band of Hope". In 1 880, the ladies of the 
church met at the home of Mrs. D. A. Williams and organized the 
Ladies Aid Society. At present our church is organized with a Sunday 
School, The Woman's Society of Christian Service, four afternoon 
women's circles, two evening women's circles, Methodist Men's Club, 
Methodist Youth Fellowship, The Official Board, and the Adult Choir. 

It was during the pastorate of Rev. A. N. Simmons that the 
church property was purchased in 1 886 from the Baptist Society for 
a consideration of $400, the money to be used in repairing the old 
church. The present church building was constructed during the pas- 
torate of Rev. E. J. Aiken who came to Antioch in 1 899. After the 
old church had stood forty years, it was decided on January 19, 1901, 
to build a new church. On February 7, 1901, Trumbell and Jones of 
Elgin were employed to draw plans and specifications for a brick 
veneer church building not to cost more than $5500.00. Prominent 
features in the church sanctuary are the stained glass windows. One 
of the large windows was placed in the church by the GAR. In the 
top of the window is the G.A.R. badge and below this two folded flags. 
In the. center is' the design "Christ Knocking At The Door". This 
design is taken from the picture by Holman Hunt. The other large 
window is the gift from the Epworth League. This window has as its 
main design, "Christ in Gethsemane". There are also memorial win- 
dows to Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Ring and Mrs. Carrie Spafford. The 
Service of Dedication for the new church was held on Sunday, No- 
vember 24th, 1901. The Presiding Elder, Dr. C. E. Mandeville, was 
the speaker at this service. 

The first parsonage was purchased during the pastorate of 
Rev. C. W. Cleworth in 1 905. The parsonage was occupied by seven 
pastors and their families from 1905-1926. At that time it was felt 
that the parsonage should be rebuilt or remodeled. In 1926, under 
the able leadership of Rev. E. Lester Stanton, the work was started. 
The plans were drawn and estimates received. Through the efforts 
of Mrs. Drucilla Ferris and her co-workers the plans were completed. 
This parsonage was located on Lake Street on the site where Ray's 
Shell Service now operates. This parsonage was sold in February, 
1955, and the present parsonage located at 586 Parkway was ac- 
quired in May, 1 955 during the pastorate of Rev. Howard Benson. 

One of the most significant projects undertaken by the con- 
gregation during its eighty year history was the construction of the 
Educational Unit which is known as Wesley Hall. It was during the 
pastorate of Rev. Richard Tuttle that plans were discussed as early 
as 194:8 for the erection of an educational unit. Under Rev. Richard 
Tuttle's leadership, a finance campaign was conducted for this pro- 
ject in the Fall and Winter of 1950-1951: It was in June 1951 that 
ground was broken for the new educational unit. The new unit was 
partially finished and ready for use in November, 1951. The Wesley 
Halt, addition was completely finished and decorated during the 
pastorate of Rev, Howard C. Benson. 

This sketch of our history must have a conclusion, but the con- 
clusion does not mean the story has ended. The^tory began eighty 
years ago when this church had its origin in the religious devotion of 
its earliest leaders who were inspired by Jesus Christ our Lord. The 
story of this church will continue to be written as long as the people 
of this church 'manifest their religious devotion to Jesus Christ. May 
God grant to us the determination to be true to our heritage of the 
past, and may our devotion to Jesus Christ and The Church Universal 
never cease.

Volunteer Workers Sought 
By County Cancer Society

So many times the mention of 
the words "American Cancer Soci- 
ety" brings to the minds of its hear- 
ers only the thought of money or 
giving money. 

Where the money goes most of us 
do not even stop to wonder about 

We have a vague idea that it is 
used for research somewhere. 

But the money which the many 
volunteers work so hard to collect 
in the "Cancer Crusade" each year 
does not all go for research. 

The American Cancer society also 
gives other services than just pro- 
viding the funds necessary for re- 
search. 

The goal of the service program of 
the Lake County chapter of the so- 
ciety located at 2 N. Genesee street 
in Waukegan, is to relieve or mini- 
mize suffering from cancer. 

THERE ARE 13 cancer dressings 
units in Lake county who make and 
distribute without charge any size 
dressings and bed pads, hospital 
gowns and colostomy girdles, to 
cancer patients being cared for at 
home. 

At the cancer office there is a loan 
closet which provides home patients 
with essential sick-room articles not 
ordinarily found in the home, such 
as hospital beds, wheel chairs, walk- 
ers, basins, bed pans, bedside tables 
and a baby crib. 

Transportation from home to the 



nearest hospital where medical 
treatment is available is provided by 
volunteer drivers using their own 
cars. 

Also available withqut charge is 
visiting nurse service providing 
nursing care for cancer patients in 
the home. _ j, * 

The society carries on a year- 
round public education program to 
.inform and persuade all the people 
of Lake county to safeguard their 
own lives by having periodic health 
examinations and by going to their 
doctor at the first recognition of a 
possible cancer danger signal. 

THIS PROGRAM makes avail- 
able educational films to high 
schools, clubs, unions, companies or 
groups of any size, provides doctor 
speakers to. inform and answer ques- 
tions, prepares exhibits, distributes 
publications and literature, prepares 



broadcasts and newspaper articles, 
(All provided without charge.) 
If it were not for the many volun- 
teers, it would not be possible for 
Lake county chapter of the Ameri- 
can Cancer society to carry on these 
service programs. 

But more volunteers are always 
needed, not only for the work men- 
tioned above, but for typing or work 
which can be done at home,- and for 
work on the Cancer crusade next 
April.

Workers Needed

DOWNEY— Need of social work- 
ers, trained practical nurses, nurs- 
ing attendants, laundry workers 
and clerk typists was announced this 
week by the Veterans Administra- 
tion hospital at Downey.
